against technical absurdities and unnecessary delay 
in our courts of justice Is having its effect

In connection with the Lorlmer case, recently made 
short work 
«>f a contention 
which practically 


amounted almost to a plea that under the laws of 
Illinois bribery is not a crime. This did much to 


built entirely on technicalities and not at all on a 
real denial of the crime: In Oregon, a circuit Judge 
has taken the Kiernan case, which was befogged 
with fictitious issues by a*score of pettifogging 
lawvers, and dl-posrd of it In an hour an^ a half. 
Now coinei a case in Kansas which exhibits true 
western audacity. A Kant«« statute defining em- 
bezzlement had been printed with the word. "State" 
spelled "estate" A lower court held that, as the 
word "Rate" was not in the statute, ewberzlement 
by a stHte officer was not a crime. Rut the supreme 
court of Kansas held that the illiteracy of th* type- 
setter should not preval} over the morality and com- 
mon sense of the whole people, and that the manifest 
intent o'f thp statute should be adhered to. The law 
is common sense 
This Is a sound ideal of Justice, 


but one with too little of the refinements of quibbling 
to suit many of our courts.

the cases decided the bureau of chem- 
istry has been upheld. DMstom now 
are b«<ng turned out at the rate of

that there will be comparatively lit-

year. The manufactured food and drug 
products of the United States have a

this is magnified into six billion dol- 
lars by the time the consumer gets 
the stuff. 
It will be seen from 
this 


that it costs only the very smallest 
fraction of a mill per nundred dollars 
to insure the food products and the 
drugs used by the people. It Is the 
cheapest insurance in America. While 
the protection afforded under this in- 
surance is not yet absolute, yet the 
steady rising tide of public informa- 
tion on th<» subject tends to make it 
so.
